It is said the result of their delib- 
erations was telegraphed to Rome, 
from which it was to be cabled to 
the Ignited States.

W A S H I N G T O N , April 7.—The rep- 
resentatives of the six powers of 
Europe, 
seeking to avert war be- 
tween Spain and the United States, 
called on President 
McKinley at 


noon today. 


The governments of Great Britain, 
France, Germany, Austria, 
Russia 
and Italy were represented. 
Sir 
Julian Pauncefote, the British am- 
bassador, 
was the first to arrive, 
followed by Ambassador Von 
Hol- 
leben, of Germany. 
Within a few 
minutes all the ambassadors had 
been ushered into the blue room and 
President 
McKinley 
immediately 
left his office and went down to meet 
them. 


Sir Julian Pauncefote, as repre- 
sentative of the powers, presented 
the following: 


' 'The undersigned representatives 
of Germany, 
Austria, 
Hungary, 
France, 
Great 
Britain, Italj'- and 
Russia, duly authorized in that be- 
half, addre.ss in the name of 
their 
respective governments, 
an appeal 
to the feelings of humanity and 
moderation of the president and of 
the American jjeople in their exist- 
ing differences with 
Spain. 
They 
earnestly hope that further 
nego- 
tiation 
will lead to an agreement 
which, while securing the 
mainte- 
nance of peace, will afford all neces- 
sary guarantees for the 
re-estab- 
lishment 
of order in Cuba. 
The 
powers do not doubt that the 
hu- 
manitarian and purely disinterested 
character of this representation will 
be fully recognized and appreciated 
by the American nation." 


President McKinley replied as fol- 
lows :

The view taken by the 
board that Smith has been a model 
l)risoner and therefore is entitled to 
parole is senseless. 
The mau was 
convicted of a capitiil crime and 
l)arole is not intended for such. Tlie 
board of prison managers can pur- 
sue no course so well calculatod to 
foster the spirit of mob law as they 
have started upon. 
The 
Ripley 
county tragedy should teach justice 
a lesson. 


MAYOR SO HEUEU will not have to 
defend his administration of the 
city's business afl:airs. In that re- 
spect his regime has been eminently 
satisfactory—so satisfactory, indeed, 
that the republicans have not seen 
fit to criticise it in a platform. The 
point upon which the peoiile will 
iiuestion Mayor Scherer wnll be as to 
his enforcement of the laws, and 
his record must be the answer. The 
republit^ans have i)rescntcd no plat- 
form whatever.

Many will be disposed to doubt that 
President McKinley

solely in the interest of the safety 
of Americans in Cuba.

have had quite enough to stir their 
feelings and fire their

v>ithout adding to that outrage the 
murder of our citi/uus by Spanish 
mobs in Cuba. 
Wisdom and hu- 
juanity demand that the me.ssage 
be withheld vmtil all Americans are 
safe.
